Columbia Steel's workers were 
notified Monday morning of the 
company's withdrawal from par- 

- ticipatioh in or-furthcr recogni­ 
tion of the "Plans of Employe 
Representation" a.s they have 
heretofore existed. The Em­ 
ploye TCeprcsentatives were noti­ 
fied that the company will no 
longer recognize them as spokes­ 
men for employes. 

This information was' con­ 
veyed In the form of the fol­ 
lowing letter from President 

. Ulehl: . ' 
UiHeqntlnues Support 

"There has been effectiye li 
all of the plants of the company 
a Plan of Employe Reprcsenta 
lion, an organization througl 
which the employes in each plant 

vngaged in concerted activities 
 for the purpose of collective bar; 
gaining or other mutual aid or 
protection of employes. The 
uolnpany was advised, and be­ 
lieved, that these plans as con­ 
stituted and as administered 
were proper and in conformity 
with law. 

"Each of said Plans applied 
to only such of the employes 
us may have chosen freely and 
of their own volition to avail 
themselves of the machinery 
thereof for the presentation and 
adjustment of any matter which, 
in the opinion of said employes 
or any group thereof, required 
adjustment. 

"On Monday. April 12, 19S7, 
the Supreme Court of the Unit 
I'd States announced its decision 
in certain cases, under which di­ 
ctions it may be held that cer­ 
tain of the provisions of the 
National Labor Relations Act ap­ 
ply to the existing Plans of Em­ 
ploye Representation. To re­ 
move any question as to whether 
said Plans are in all respects In 
conformity with said Act, it is 
necessary that the company dis­ 
continue any financial or other 
support to the existing Plans or 
participation therein, and -any 
recognition of any representa­ 
tives elected thereunder as a 
representative of the employes. 

.To 'this end and effective at 
'once, the company 

"(a)-Will discontinue any fi­ 
nancial contribution to the 
Plans, 

"(b) Will not furnish any fa- 
Tcilities for the election or other 
activities of the employes or 
representative:; under the Plans, 

"(c) Will . not furnish any 
stenographic or other office ser­ 
vice or facilities . for the activi­ 
ties of the employes or repre­ 
sentatives under the Plans. 

Workers tu Decide 
"The provisions for amend-, 

ment of the Plans require, in 
 cuie form or another, the partici­ 
pation of the company In amend­ 
ments 'of the provisions affecting 
the company. These provisions 
affecting the company are those 
relating exclusively to the com- 

' pany or to the joint procedure 
for adjusting grievances involv 
Ing action by both the company 
and the employes or their repre­ 
sentatives. These provisions aro 
In those sections of the present 
Plan 'which relate to joint com­ 
mittees or joint procedure or 
which- relate exclusively to com­ 
pany functions, such as articles 
V, VIII, IX, and X, and Para­ 
graphs 5, 0, 7, and 8 of Article 
VI: Paragraphs 2, 3, 4, 5, 7, 8, 
and 9 of Article VII, and the 
final sentence of Article XI. 

K "The company considers that 
all such provisions of the Plans 
relating exclusively to It or to 
joint procedure involving action

  scaling Fujiyama in mid-win­ 
ter.

City Seeks Data 
On Water Service

Pointing out that the city is 
collecting 15 cents per $100 
assessed valuation for fire pro­ 
tection and there are no water 
mains in the -district, It. F. 
Gca.rdt, spokesman for a com­ 
mittee of North Torrance resi­ 
dents 'desiring water service, 
told the council Tuesday night 
that immediate action is neces­ 
sary to satisfy those livi.ni: in 
that sector. 

"We urgently request fire pro­ 
tection and at the same time, 
water at a nominal cost for 
service," he said. "If we don't 
get it soon, we intend to start 
legal action to recover what we 
have paid in taxes for fire pro­ 
tection." 

Mayor William H. Tolson in­ 
structed City Attorney C. T. 
Rlppy to obtain Information at 
once on how the city can obtain 
water .from the Moneta Mutual 
Water Company and assured 
Geardt that a special council 
session will be held as soon as 
this is determined. City En­ 
gineer Frank R. Leonard esti­ 
mated it would cost about $11,000 
to install a six-inch water main 
to serve the North Torrance   
families desiring water. 

Geardt informed thi> board 
that nearly every resident is 
willing to contribute toward the 
cost °f connecting with the 
main, this expense to be spread 
over a period of years. Leonard 
estimated that it would cost 
about $50 per house to meet 
service expense.
